The Arkansas Gagette considers 
the xeport of the treasury depart­ 
ment in regard to cotton and cotton 
manufacturers highly gratifying to 
the Southern people. 
During the 
lyet fiscal year the Southern states 
exported 7,1373,382 bales of cotton 
while the entire country exported 
412,000,000 yards of cotton cloth, 
Since a bale of cotton represents 
a1 *out 2,500 yards of cotton cloth it 
will be seen that in the shape of 
raw cotton the South sent to foreign 
counties about 18,o00,000 yards ot 
cloth. 
With these figures in view 
it can be easily seen what are the 
possibilities of cotton manufactur­ 
ing in the South. 
The export value 
of the cloth was $19,000,000 and 
that of the raw cotton $220,000,- 
000. 
The export value of the cloth 
was 4.0 cents a yard. 
The 7,373,- 
000 bales of cotton exported in the 
shape of cloth, on the same basis, 
would represent an export value 
of $840,000,000, or just four times 
the value of the raw cotton.
